"HAT there is 1o oreat an Improvement of 
the Art, or Myſtery of Making Glaſs, 
within this Gas Kingdom, as that there 
are now great Quantities frequently Ex- 

Dorted, to the Ablolote Prevention of all Importations 
thereof, as formerly. 


That, by Means of the ſaid Improvement, there hath 
been a ha Increaſe of Artificers, and Poor Work-men, 
who (by Reaſon of the Wars, and the Obſtrudion 
thereby a in the Exportation, and Vent of Glaſs) 
have ſeveral Times, for near Half a Year together, been 
Deſtitute of all manner of imployment ; whereby ma- 
ny of them are Reduc'd to ſuch an Exigency, as that 
they cannot ſupport T hemlelves, and Families. 


. That ſhould a Bill pals, for Laying the ſaid Duties 
on Glaſs, the Greateſt Part of the ſaid Artificers, and 
VYork-men,will be Conſtrain'd to leave this their Native 
Country, to the utter Decay « of the Art of Glaſs-Ma- 
king Here, and to the Enctiragement of Foreign Pla- 
Ces, where they ſhall Inhabir. 


It is therefore Humbly hoped, T hat this Honou- 
rable Houſe will not Diſcourage theſe Artifi- 
cers, and their ManufaGury ; It being obvious 
almoſt to every Man, how Inconſzderable a Sum 
will be Raiſed, by Laying a Duty on Glals, for 
His AEDs Service. 
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
